What is the least successful part of the 


federal government? Prof. Harold Laskt, a 
brilliant member of the British Labor party 
who taught for some years in American uni- 
versities, has an answer in his new book, 
"The American Democracy". While Lasld's 
Socialist philosophy may affect his judgment 
on other matters, on this there is no occasion 
for any bias to show itself. He Is clearly of 
mind that our tleast satisfactory institution 
is the House of Representatives.

Thus, for in- 
stance, u steel inuiuiluctui't-r in Pittsburgh nan 
sell to a buyer in Indiana al the same price as a 
steel inanuliiclurer in Chicago. vThe dihcrencc in 
ihu cost of transportation is absorbed by the 
seller. 
The FTC and now Uie courts say that that is

As the season for infanlilo paralysis (polio- 


myclilis) approaches, parents nalurally are anx- 
ious; and since the early symptoms of the disease 
are similar to other diseases of childhood, the child 
may suffer a few days before it is recogni'/.ed. 


Also, a youngster may have been playing with 


other youngsters, one or more of whom arc infect- 
ed, and one to three weeks may elapse before he 
himself develops poliomyelitis. 


As poliomyelitis strikes hardest during August 


and September, It would bo well for parents lo be 
on the- ulcrl, even if the disease has Hot reached 
llicir' particular community.

5 — Many 


people arc asking questions about 
llic "spy ring" and the presence 
of Communists in the government 
and particularly why President 
Truman doesn't seem to have fer- 
reted out some of the individuals 
whose loyalty has been in doubt. 


Observers are asking, too, why 


the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion hasn't succeeded in indicting 
or prosecuting some ot the indi- 
viduals named. Also it is being 
said that the grand jury investi- 
gated and nevertheless didn't in- 
dict some of the persons accused 
ot disloyalty. 


All (his indicates that the pub- 


lic isn't clear on what the legal 
problems really are. In the first 
place, the F.B.I, is 
an 
investi- 


gating and 
not 
a 
prosecuting 


agency. It- collects all the evi- 
dence but it is up to someone in 
the Department of Justice to de- 
cide what shall be done with it — 
who shall be prosecuted. 


When it comes 
to asking a 


grand jury to indict, there must be 
some presumption of guilt, some 
belief that the 
evidence would 


lead to a conviction. Unless the 
department's attorneys are con- 
vinced that they have a good case, 
the grand jury will not indict.

for instance, that the Justice De- 
partment didn't have copies of 
what was actually transmitted to 
the Russian Government; and hence

Then there is the 
all-important question of whether 
a person is a Communist in the 
sense of: being a part of the Rus- 
sian spy system or whether he is 
a Communist from an ideological 
or political point of view only. 
Many so-called American

munists might swear they never 
intended in any way to become a 
part of any movement 'to over- 


throw the government by force 
and yet they may believe in in-

to 


adopt sucli economic policies as 
would produce disintegration and 
chaos. It isn't a crime, for ex- 
ample, to believe in Socialism, 
which, minus the element of over- 
throw of the government by force, 
still argues for such an amount of 
government control as ta make 
totalitarianism an easy sequel. 
Socialists have their political 


ticket and have never caused 
much if any concern. Yet Commu- 
nists who go to a greater extreme 
are now insisting that they are 
merely expressing political beliefs. 
Where shall the line be drawn? It 
is significant that the New Deal 
has such an affinity for the radi- 
cal side that "fellow travelers" 
and those with "Communist lean- 
ings" are to be found in official 
positions. 
What seems puzzling is that, 


where the evidence shows the per- 
sons involved were either incom- 
petent or admittedly confused in 
their 
mental 
approach, 
they 


should itill be retained in high 
places after there had been ques- 
tionings. 
President Truman cannot afford 


to ignore the requests from Con- 
gress for detailed information in 
government files. It is unfortunate 
that many innocent persons will 
be classed with the guilty. It is 
unfortunate, too, that the United 
States possesses nothing compar- 
able to the "royal commission."

But with 
the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment 'in the hands of one poli-

When grand juries can be in- 
fluenced by agencies of the gov- 
ernment which have a political ax 
to grind by suppressing prosecu- 
tions, it is difficult to persuade 
the opposite political- party that 
everything

achieve the punishment of the 
guilty. 
Under such circumstances, full 


exposure of all the records in the 
executive branch will tend to ab- 
solve the executive agencies of 
any charge of neglect of duty— 
if the records indeed show that 
everything that could be done 
was done. Pitiless publicity may 
be painful but it's the only way 
to get at the truth in a political 
system.

To South Carolina 


Trenton, N. J., Aug. 5 (.T)—Gov. 


Alfred E. Driscoll today refused 
to return John Colier to what his 
attorney said would be n "living 
death" on a South Carolina chain 
gang for a $5 theft. 


Colier, a Negro, escaped from 


the chain gang 11 years ago after 
serving 
nine months 
of a 19- 


month sentence. 
He 
has 
been 


held in Newark 27 months on a 
fugitive warrant. 


Refusing to honor South Caro- 
lina's demand 
for 
his 
return, 
Drisc/ill asserted Colter "has by 
this time amply paid his debt to 
society, to such an extent that 
no further sound purpose could 
be served by his extradition." 
It was the first time since 1932, 
when 
former Gov. A. 
Harry 


Moore declined to 
send Robert 


Alliott Burns back to a Georgia 
chain gang, that New Jersey has 
rejected 
another state's demand 
for extradition. 
During his two-year fight to re- 
main 
in 
New 
Jersey, 
Colier 
charged he was denied a fair trial 
and subjected "to cruel and in- 
human beatings 
while stripped 
naked." He said 
a companion, 


James Edwards, was beaten to 
death 
before 
his 
eyes 
while 


chained to prison bars. 


Later, Colier said, he was beat- 


en with brakelining, rubber hose 
and an iron file and a prison 
guard dipped a straw broom in 
oil set it on fire, and swept it 
across his back. 
All the while, 


lie snid, he was shackled day and 
night 
in 
chains weighing 
35 


pounds. 


Driscoll's decision was on an ap- 
plication by Colier for recall of 
an extradition warrant signed by 
former Gov. Walter E. Edge, Jan- 
uary 9, 1947. At a hearing before 
the governor last March 25, repre- 
sentatives of a dozen organiza- 
tions pleaded that his return to 
South 
Carolina would mean a 
"living death." 


"Colier would rather you exe- 
cute him in the electric chair 
here in Trenton," 
his 
counsel, 
Abram A. Golden of Newark, said, 
"than to return him to a brutal 
delayed death in South Carolina, 
where ho is a marked man, and 
the victim of a 
foul system o£ 
white supremacy." 


Driscoll's decision was made by 
his office.

a Philadelphia hospital, where' he 
underwent an operation Tuesday.

He 
leads a small spade, West plays 
the nine-spot and dummy's king 
wins, East playing the three. Now 
declarer leads back the seven of 
spades and East puts on the eight. 
If South reasons that the trumps 
are divided 3-2, he will go up with 
the ace, expecting to drop the 
queen or jack. If he docs that on 
this hand, he will lose two trump 
tricks.

chronic disease on the increase, it 
is felt that within the near future 
the local problem will become 
even more critical, 
' A report on the care of chronic 
diseases in Ulster county reveals 
that except for tuberculosis, there 
are few provisions being made for 
the care of chronic disease in hos- 
pitals in Ulster county. The bulk 
of the chronic disease cases are 
now being cared for in 10 private 
nursing homes located in Ulster 
county. Most o[ these arc located 
in the City of Kingston. Two are 
in the Village of Saugcrlies and 
others are located 'in Ellenville 
and New Paltz. The Welfare De- 
partment at present has 142 pa- 
tients hospitalized in these nursing 
homes. 
The cost of care for the pa-
